Curtain time is 8 p.m. in 
Wise Auditorium. Doors open at 
7 p.m. Admission is free to 
students with I.D. cards. 

Starring with Miss Hardy are 
Tom Grant playing Horace Van¬ 
dergelder, a one-half millionaire 
and Frank Stegall--his head 
clerk, Cornelius Hackel. 

Supporting the leading actress 
and actors is a 60-member 
chorus. 

Speech Instructor Clarence 
Strickland- -technical director 
and Mrs. Utah Grounds--direct¬ 
or team with Johnson. 

Johnson prefers sophomores 
in leading roles because they 
are “more sophisticated. But 
Miss Hardy fits the part, sings, 
dances and is good with lines.” 

It is important that Dolly be 
good with lines, Johnson says, 
because “everybody knows them 
in “Dolly.” ’ 

Miss Hardy, second runner- 
up in the campus beauty pageant, 
has looks and talent, says the 
production manager. “She had a 
long way to come with tremen¬ 
dous responsibility but met it all. 

“She has arrived at the level 
of sophistication I demand,” he 
added. Sophomores Stegall and 
Grant are “also tremendous.” 

Choir President Stegall had 
professional experience singing 
at Six Flags Over Texas last 
summer and will return this sum¬ 
mer. 

“Hello Dolly” is the most 
complex musical setwise ever 
done at TJC, says Johnson. Part 
of the set required Strickland 


Tyler’s scoring came from 
center Charlie McKinney who hit 
14 points and James who tallied 
the same.

Trailing 61-46 with 11:15 re¬ 
maining in the game, Tyler rolled 
off 18 consecutive points before 
the Trojans could score. 

Then for the next four min¬ 
utes, the teams varied their leads 
from three to five points. Tyler 
made the final margin six points, 
87-81. 

Center Greg McDougald and 
guard R ay Edwards each tallied 
21 points in the Seminole loss. 

James and Ahart led Tyler 
with 24 and 22 points respective¬ 
ly. McKinney added 17 points in

The background and legal record 
of Judge Rehnquist were so con¬ 
trary to the precepts of the Bill 
of R ights that the ACLU did fight 
his appointment to the Supreme 
Court. 

The ETCLU does not and will 
not support candidates on a local, 
state, or national basis. 

As an individual and as a tax¬ 
payer in the TJC district I have 
a right and duty to support whom¬ 
ever I wish. I do encourage all 
citizens to exercise their rights 
by voting in all elections. 

The chief function of the ACLU 
remains--to try to see that the 
provisions of the Bill of Rights 
(freedom of speech and associa¬ 
tion, freedom of religion, due 
process of law, etc.) are applied 
equally to all.

Commenting on the pre¬ 
diction, Friedman says it is true 
that the high cost and increase 
in out-of-state tuitions in the 
four-year university is driving 
more students to the inexpensive 
and close to home junior college. 

According to the U.S. News 
report, one-third of the nation’s 
college freshmen are attending 
junior colleges this year. 

The magazine predicts by 1980 
42 per cent of all freshmen will 
attend junior colleges. 

While most institutions are 
experiencing a slump in enroll¬ 
ment because of the high cost of 
living and easing of draft pres¬ 
sures, Friedman feels that qual¬ 
ity education will be responsible 
in maintaining TJC enrollment. 

“I see it as stabilizing some¬ 
what, but I certainly don’t ex¬ 
pect a decrease as some other 
colleges in economic stress do. 

“I attribute this to an ad¬ 
ministration that stresses qual¬ 
ity education and a faculty dedi¬ 
cated to it,” he said. 

The interest in health careers 
and occupational education is an¬ 
other bonus for TJC. 

“We are continuing expansion 
of the occupational education pro¬ 
gram to meet the economic needs 
of the total area,” says Techni¬ 
cal Director Forest Griffin. 

Friedman said the three new 
medical programs opening in the 
fall are examples. The three 
are medical laboratory, medi¬ 
cal records and dental assist¬ 
ants.

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Research Reveals Brain Deterioration 


Impossible to Predict Full Effects of Marijuana, Doctor Says

Just as doctors 30 years ago 
could not foresee the harmful ef¬ 
fects of cigarettes, it is impos¬ 
sible to know what the long range 
effects of smoking marijuana will 
be. 

This is the opinion of Dr. 


Dr. Marietta Crowder 

Marietta Crowder, foremost au¬ 
thority on narcotics in Smith 
County. 

Speaking last week before 
psychology and sociology clas¬ 
ses, Dr. Crowder explained it is 
impossible to determine the ef¬ 
fects of the psychedelic drug 
from users unless research is 
done in a controlled laboratory 
situation. 

But the scanty and incon¬ 
clusive research that has been 
made reveals some deteriora¬ 
tion of the brain and other 
organs. 


Although marijuana was be¬ 
lieved to have no medical value, 
Dr. Crowder said researchers 
happened on the discovery that 
hibitual users show marked de¬ 
creases in interocular pressure. 
A potential use of the drug may be 
treatment of glaucoma. 

Although non-addictin, mari¬ 
juana causes “psychological 
dependence" much like alcohol. 
Dr. Crowder believes “alcohol 
is a much bigger problem than 
marijuana. But alcohol is legal,” 
she added. 

The vice president of the 
Smith County Health Association 
predicts if marijuana is legaliz¬ 
ed, “Cigarette manufacturers 
could have it on the market to¬ 
morrow.” 

Hidden Danger 

The doctor says a hidden 
danger in buying marijuana on the 
street is not knowing what is 
mixed with it. 

She recounted an incident in 
Montgomery County, Maryland: 
“Most of the school kids became 
addicted to heroin inadverdently 
because their marijuana was lac¬ 
ed with it.” 

The narcotics expert said it is 
common to have marijuana with 
strychnine to heighten the vivid¬ 
ness of colors. “Strychnine is a 
poison and can be fatal,” said Dr. 
Crowder. 

Dr. Crowder believes as mar - 
ijuana research continues it will 
be found that marijuana use “is 
harmful and may produce chro¬ 


mosomal damage.” 

The Tyler mother and 
resident since 1961 believes a 
major health hazard is the in¬ 
creasing use of aerosal sprays 
that began with glue sniffing. This 
fad now extends to spray deodor¬ 
ants, shampoo, whipped cream-- 
“anything that can be sniffed,” 
she said. 

“Inhaling these sprays can 
produce a high,” she said, “but 
the solvents in cans can per¬ 
manently affect brain tissue. Un¬ 
like other tissue, brain cells can¬ 
not regenerate once destroyed.” 

Another danger is the pos¬ 
sibility of cardiac arrest. 

She said persons have “run 
100 yards after inhaling an 
aerosol and dropped dead.” Al¬ 
though they probably could have 
been revived, “there usually isn’t 
enough time. After five minutes 
without oxygen to the brain, the 
person is usually a vegetable,” 
said the doctor. 

LSD Effects 

Dr. Crowder talked briefly 
on LSD and amphetamines. 

Physical effects of LSD in¬ 
clude increased heart rate, in¬ 
creased blood pressure and blood 
sugar, as well as nausea. “Over 
a period of time these effects 
can produce wear and tear on the 
system,” she added. 

Whether a person has a good 
or bad LSD trip may depend on 
psychological attitude. Dr. 
Crowder told of an LSD experi¬ 
ment made on young and old per¬ 
sons. “The young persons look¬

ed forward to and had a good trip 
whereas the older persons were 
scared and had a bad trip.” 

In regard to “speed” (amphe¬ 
tamines), Dr. Crowder agrees 
with the slogan, “speed kills.” 

“Speed” is a cardiotoxin that 
speeds up all body functions and 
may cause immediate cardiac ar¬ 
rest, the doctor pointed out. 

Inflamation and constriction 
of blood vessels as well as pre¬ 
mature aging are side affects of 
the drug. 

Dr. Crowder kept the Wise 
Auditorium crowd of approx¬ 
imately 200 on the edge of their 
seats as she told the grotesque 
story of a young man who mis¬ 
takenly injected “speed” into an 
artery instead of a vein. 

“He developed gangrene in all 
five fingers of his hand. Doctors 
amputated fingers, one at a time, 
and finally ended up amputating 
the whole hand.” 

Such incidents are not un¬ 
common--“A Corpus Christi 
doctor has a whole file of them,” 
she remarked. 

Progress is being made in re¬ 
habilitation of drug addicts 
through clinics devoted to the 
problem, said Dr. Crowder. 

But she feels that uncontroll¬ 
ed methadone clinics are not the 
answer. Methadone is addic¬ 


tive—like heroin, she said, and 
some addicts “take their metha¬ 
done pills and sell them on the 
street.” 

“Dealing with individuals (ad¬ 
dicts) is the solution - - not dealing 
with pills,” she said. 

While taking drugs is the way 
some persons find exhiliration in 
life, Dr. Crowder believes one 
can “live life just as highly with¬ 
out ever taking drugs or 
alcohol.” 

6 TJC Exes 
Make UT 
Honor Roll 

Six TJC exes in engineering 
are on the honor roll at the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas at Austin. 

The six are Allen E. Dubber- 
ley, Ted W. Gregson, Steven D. 
Kallman, Glyn David Martin, Jo¬ 
seph R oberts III and David Albert 
Rolf. 

In a University release to Vice 
President E. M. Potter, honor 
roll qualifications include the 
candidate’s taking at least 12 
hours, making a semester grade 
point average of 3.25 or higher 
and passing all pass-fail courses. 


Pre-epileptic Patterns 


A Houston study revealed pre - 
epileptic patterns in eletrocar- 
diograph tests of chronic users, 
said Dr. Crowder. “This means 
chronic use of marijuana may 
produce full epileptic seizures in 
some individuals,” she said. 

The chairman of the Smith 
County Steering Committee on 
Drug Control outlined the find¬ 
ings of other research on “brain 
air space.” 

These studies revealed in¬ 
crease in the size of ventricles 
and shrinkage of the brain after 
prolonged use. Dr. Crowder re¬ 
ported that 97 per cent of test 
cases showed intellectual deter¬ 
ioration. 

Also, the tetro-hydro-carda- 
vinall (THC) concentration in 
marijuana is fat soluble--a sig¬ 
nificant fact, considering the 
brain is mostly fatty tissue.
